ASPECTS AMERICAN CITY LIFE AT UNIVERSITY INDONESIA, JAKARTA, AND 
UNIVERSITY GADJAH MADA, YOGYAKARTA, IN SUPPORT POST’S AMERICAN 
STUDIES PROGRAM. DISCUSSION PERIODS INDICATED NOT SURPRISINGLY 
THAT INDONESIANS ARE MORE INTERESTED IN PROBLEMS OF CONTEMPORARY
